A drive-in theatre still might be 
built here as soon as the planners 
decide what to do about a decision 
of the County Board of Supervisors 
in denying them a request for* a 
zone change to permit its construc- 
tion. 

The decision to not allow rezoning 
12 acres of land at Grass Lake Rd. 
and Rt. 59 was reached Tuesday by 
the board at Waukegan. Petitioning 
for the change was Peder C. Toft, 
Antioch, who planned to sell the 
land to the Lakes Theatre Corp. 

THERE IS no need for such a type 
of business as an outdoor theatre, 
the board said in its resolution, and 
it would create undue traffic haz- 
ards on the highways if it was 
built. 

Also, it added, the majority of the 
residents of the area are opposed to 
its building. 

Richard A. Meyers, manager of 
the Lakes Theatre in Antioch, said 
that he was "very much disappointed 
over the fact that so many persons 
opposed the program." He called 
the opposition "a severe setback" for 
progress in a community. 

THE COMPANY will consider an 
appeal of the Board of Supervisors' 
decision but said that "the public 
can be assured that we will continue 
to promote Antioch as Lake County's 
leading community — and in so do-

The listing will 
carry the revised valuation for every 
parcel in the township. 

Assessment total for the county 
is growing rapidly Jasper, said and 
now totals $877 million. It. is esti- 
mated that the, complete 1958 figure 
will go over $880 million, Jasper 
said. 

LAKE VILLA Township is one 
that has shown one of the more rapid 
growths in the county in the past 
few years. For example, the 1957 
tax figure was $18 million as com- 
pared to the Antioch valuation of 
$32 million. While Antioch proper- 
ty grew $4 million in the year, Lake 
Villa grew $10 million. 

The final assessed figure for every 
township is equalized to make a 
piece of property built in the south 
part, for example, taxed at the same 
rate as a similar piece of property 
in the northern section of the county. 

The difference in original valua- 
tions comes from the individual as- 
sessors and have to be equalized by 
his office. The system works on a 
system of averages and when there 
is a lower assessment average, then 
the equalization must be higher, Jas- 
per said.

sentative sampling of specimens 
from the nation's mineral collec- 
tion which Is the world's finest. 
Nearly every variety of gem 
la represented. Many are of enor- 
mous size. Among them are a 
310-carat star sapphire, a 86- 
carat alexandrite, and a 310- 
carat peridot. The last two *re 
the largest gems ever cut from 
these stones. Also displayed la 
the Shephard diamond, a very 
rare flawless canary-yellow gem 
weighing 18.3 carats. 

Among the gema la a aet of 
pearls consisting of a necklace, 
choker, and earrings given by 
the Iman of Muscat to the U. S. 

Also shown are the 
original gold nugget which set 
off the California gold rush, dis- 
covered at Sutter's Mill In 1848 
by James Marshall, and the 
world's largest flawless crystal 
ball, a perfect sphere almost 12 
inches In diameter, weighing 
106 94 pounds.

IN 1949 MAILMAN Presley start- 
ed raising money to purchase land 
on the mountaintop and formed the 
Foundation. A ten-member govern- 
ing board from this group controls 
Its financial affairs with Presley 
doing the fund raising. 

Hastings said the next important 
step came in 1984 when Presley In- 
terested Mrs. Theodore Chapman, in- 
coming president of the General 
Federation of Women's Clubs, in 
the Bald Knob Cross project.

He started distribut- 
ing pigs to Southern Illinois farm- 
ers who fatten and sell them sending 
the proceeds to the cross building 
fund. As a result of his effort^ 
during his spare time during the 
past two and a half years, checks 
for over 1,000 hogs have been re- 
ceived with 550 more to come in. 

The members of the Foundation 
feel confident now that the cross 
is beginning to rise, additional con- 
tributions will be received. The 
lighted cross will be seen for many 
miles over mid-America and will be 
an inspiring symbol of the united 
faith that has made America great, 
Hastings said. A booklet describ-

UI Income Up 

University of Illinois income dur- 
ing 1057-58 was $77,096,536 and ex- 
penditures $74,085,046, according to 
the annual report issued by Herbert 
O. Farber, vice president and comp- 
troller. 

For the period ending June 30, 
1958, income increased by more 
than $11 million, expenditures by 
nearly $9 million, and facilities in- 
creased by $14 million. 

THE REPORT shows the univer- 
sity, utilizing plant and equipment 
which cost $165,485,157, some of it 
dating -back 90 years. The plant is 
located all over the state and in- 
cludes three campuses, experiment 
fields and forests, airport, and other 
facilities. 

University income included $46 
million from state taxes, $11 %, mil- 
lion from U. S. government, $4 mil- 
lion from student fees, $7% million 
from auxiliary activities such as 
residence halls, and smaller sums 
from other sources. 

Expenditures included as major 
items $42 million for instruction and 
research* $8% million for statewide 
services and extension activities, and 
$7 million for auxiliary activities.

NEW. YORK— America's wage 
earners and their families registered 
a slight decline in average length 
of life last year — the first decline 
since 1943 — according to insurance 
company statistician's. 

Average length of life among mil- 
lions of industrial policyholders was 
70.0 years in 1957, or 0.2 years be* 
low the all-time high established 
in 1950. 

THIS SLIGHT decline, it is point- 
ed out, resulted from the widespread 
outbreak of Asian influenza during 
the last quarter of the year. Even 
with this unfavorable development, 
the average length of life of these 
insured persons in 1957 was, 3% 
years greater than in 1947 and 23% 
years above that for 1909, 

The gains of the past decade have 
benefited each group among these 
policyholders, including those well 
into adult life. Among all policy- 
holders at age 20, the average future 
lifetime has been extended 2.6 years 
since 1947. Even at age 40 the in- 
creased expectation of life exceeds 
two years; currently, the average 
future lifetime at this age is close to 
34 years.

Besides Indian war banners, flags 
ot ^two other ^atioria waved over 
Lake and Kenosha counties before! 
the American flag was planted here, 
.to i stay* .'■ And Benjamin Franklin 
'once 'ruled* this part of the country. 
'. The French -. explorers were the 
first Europeans f to, visit the-. "Coun- 
try of the Illinois," coming by way 
of Canada in the early 1600's. By 
token of • thqir missions, trading 
posts and ea'rly settlements through 
which they quickly 'made steadfast 
friends with the Indians, they and 
their successors held possession for 
nearly a century which was called 
. "New France." 



THE LAND never had. any defi- 
nite boundaries but was understood 
by the French, to include everything 
from the valley of the St. Lawrence, 
to the northern boundaries of the 
British colonies on the Atlantic 
coast. Also the whole Great Lakes 
region as well as the valley of the 
Mississippi from the headwaters of 
the Ohio west to the Pacific Ocean 
and south to the Gulf of Mexico. 

England and Spain also were ac- 
tively ambitious in acquiring pos- 
sessions in the rich new world and 
contested France's claims vigorously. 
This promulgated the long and bit- 
ter struggle known as the French 
and Indian wars which mark the 
history of America's mid-continent 
prior to the real settlement of the 
land. 

That the French should have re- 
luctantly yielded up so magnificent a 
domain is natural. And yet they 
did this, by the treaty of 1763 after 
their defeat by the British at Que- 
bec^ and surrendered the region 
east of the - Mississippi (except a 
small district near the mouth of 
that river) to England, and the re- 
mainder to Spain. 

THUS THE "Illinois Country' 1 fell 
into the hands of the British with 
the total population of the French 
villages in Ilinois at the time of their 
transfer estimated at about 1600 — • 
gathered mainly about Kaskaskia 
and Kahokia. 

The first official notice taken of 
the Illinois "Country" by the Con- 
tinental Congress was in 1775 when 
that body adopted an act creating 
three Indian Departments — North- 
ern, Middle and Southern. Our 
region was assigned to the second 
with Benjamin Franklin and James 
Wilson of Pennsylvania and Patrick 
■Henry of Virginia as commission- 
ers. 

More attention was given to the 
eastern colonies after the Declara- 
tion of Independence, but the fron- 
tiersmen of Virginia were watchful 
of an opportunity to deliver a blow 
to the government of King* George 
in a quarter where it was least ex- 
pected and where it was destined 
to have an immense effect upon the 
future of the new nation as well 
as that of the American continent. 

THIS OPPORTUNITY came in 
1777 when young Col. George Rog- 
ers Clark of Virginia conceived the 
idea of marching upon the settle- 
ments in the Mississippi valley and 
seizing them for the government of 
Virginia. The success of this re- 
markable campaign accomplished 
with few men and little equipment, 
is well known for Its importance 
in the annals of history. 

At the close of the Revolution, 
public sentiment demanded that all 
of the states relinquish claims 
to the unoccupied territory and 
with the rest, Virginia ceded all this 
vast region to the general govern- 
ment. The famous Ordinance of 
1787 named the country the North- 
west Territory and the name of Illi- 
nois disappeared. 

Then in 1800, by act of Congress, 
the Northwest Territory was divided 



into iOhio and "Indiana lterrUbrles.j 
During Ms administration fas Sfirat 
territorial igover nor, William Henry. 
Harrison concluded; 13 ^treaties hwith; 
.the /Indians, six |of ithem relating 'to\ 
the cession of lands in Illinois. 

^IN 1809^1iidiana \wa3;divided and 
the name of . 'Illinois revived and 
given to the portion wcst^bMthe Wa-, 
bash River with Kaskaskia as its 
capital." The 'population iwas judged 
leas tha n 1 1,000, It was ruled by a 
governor and j udges, constituting the 
legislature, Ninian. Edwards of 
Kentucky was the first governor, 
Nathaniel Pope was secretary and 
Jesse B; Thomas, William §prigg and 
Alexander Stuart the judges. .'; 
; At this time there were ^not known 
to have been more than two Ameri- 
cans among the French-Canadian 
settlements in the entire territory. 
Lake and Kenosha couhties' la» 
quiet, inhabited only by 'the Indians, 
except for such stray hunters and 
trappers as occasionally visited it. 

But in the immediate years follow- 
ing, the history of Illinois as a sep- 
arate political division began. 
Changes occurred in rapid succession 
with the influx of people seeking 
homes in the new land, the creating 
of new counties and the establish- 
ment of new towns. 

' THE YEAR 1812 saw the second 
war with England with Illinois' 
part in it spent chiefly in dealing 
with the large Indian population 
within its borders. Expeditions wore 
made against the Indians at various 
places including that of the Fort 
Dearborn Massacre of 1812 at what 
is now Chicago. Ensuing years 
saw the many sessions and treaties.

exorably thrust from their ances- 
tral lands until in 1815, councils re- 
sulted in a treaty of .peace with the 
principal Northwestern' tribes .which 
finally ended the conflict. 

BY AN ACT of Congress in 1812 
the Territory of Illinois was raised 
to second grade, or empowered to 
elect its own legislature, In 1816 
the Bank of Illinois was established 
at Shawnectown. 

More counties were organized 
until there were 15 in 1818, the year 
in which Illinois was admitted to 
statehood. 

The lands of Lake county at this 
time were but an obscure part and 
under jurisdiction of what was then 
Crawford County. However the in- 
habitants of this neck of .the woods 
doubtless gave not the slightest heed, 
being every one of them of the 
Indian nation.

Rain-makers have been in busi- 
ness i since 1946, when a General 
Electric scientist breathed . into a 
freezer, added dry ice to chill at 
water vapor, and created a minia- 
ture snowstorm. 

Scientists now can produce rain 
and snow, and even change a drizzle 
Into a downpour by this process of 
"seeding" clouds with dry ice. 
BUT CHANGING the climate — 
. or the pattern of temperature, 
wind, rainfall and sunshine— is a 
more tricky problem, especially since 
the changes in one part of the world 
might affect the weather in another 
area. 

Man has no power over the amount 
of energy from the sun that falls on 
the earth, which ultimately controls 
weather and climate. But he might 
be able to control the amount of 
•solar energy that the earth retains. 
An AMBITIOUS weatherman 
might spread microscopic layers of 
colored matter over Antarctica to 
capture the sun's rays and transform 
the frozen continent into rich farm- 
land. 

While man tinkers with nature, 
traveling forecasters in the form of 
unmanned satellites will circle the 
globe. They will pick up the infor- 
mation with a television camera and 
relay it to earth. 

You won't be able to put the blame 
on the weatherman if you get caught 
with your umbrella down. The hu- 
man forecaster will just set a dial 
and let an electronic computer worry 
about what kind of a day it will be.
